THE WEISING LOTIERY. 
ENORMOUB LOSS TO KWANGTUNO. , 


The knell of the well known Weising lottery, 
at Canton, having been sounded by the recent 
Imperial decres commanding ihe abolition of 
the biennial (Chiljéa, or Master of Arts) and 
triennial (Chinahih, or Doctor) competitions, it 
has caused a toss of a yearly revenue to the 
Provincial Government of Kwangtung of near- 

ly $350,000, this sum being annually paid by a 
clique ‘of wealthy géflry of Canton for the 
monopoly of conducting the lottery, In con- 
sequence of this there will be a serious deficit 
in the Provincial, Exchequer of Kwangtung 
which has hitherto been depending: upon this 
annual subsidy partly for paying the local 
troops and partly. for maney needed for so- 
called public works. 'n view of this, Viceroy 
Teén Chlun-hauan, according to a Canton na- 
tive correspondent, has, says the correspondent 
ofthe V. C. D: News, been making arrange- 
ments to float's domestic loan.of three milfion 
tacls at seven, percent interest and repayable 
in inatalments within a period often years.. It 
is pitlable to observe that for fear that the 
eople of Kwangtung have no confidence 
in the promises of their own .officlals: the 
Viceroy, has announced that the manipulae 
tion of the loan will be placed in the hands 
of the forelgn Commissioner of the Imperial 
Maritime Castoms, who will take charge of 
the duty of regularly paying the interest on the 
loan and the repayment-of the various jnstal- 
ments at their stated times. In nls way,” 
says the Viceroy in his announcement, “thore 
will be no danger of dishonest attempts to de- 
fraud the. people of thelr rightful dues.” The 
sevenues derived from tho fanten gambling 
monopoly, the monthly Government lottery
